History matters today. The Russian full-scale aggression 
against Ukraine demonstrates not only the importance of 
history in the post-Soviet terrain. It also sheds light on 
questions of identity and brings into focus the meaning of 
“Russia,” “Ukraine,” and the Eastern perimeter of Europe, 
known under different names (“Eastern Europe,” “Soviet 
Union,” “Slavic/Rus world,” or “Eurasia” etc.) The lecture 
examines the production and dissemination of expert 
knowledge about Ukrainian and Russian histories in North 
American academia and what can be done to update it in 
the light of recent events. 


Volodymyr Kravchenko is Professor (Department of History, 
Classics and Religion) and Director of the Contemporary 
Ukraine Studies Programs (Canadian Institute of Ukrainian 
Studies), University of Alberta, Edmonton, Canada. He is a 
specialist in Ukrainian history and historiography, focussing 
on Ukrainian-Russian relationship as well as regional and 
border studies. He is the author of about 200 publications, 
including recently published monographs: Kharkov/Kharkiv: 
A Borderland Capital. NY-London: Berghahn Books, 2023; 
Ukrainian Historical Writing in North America during the 
Cold War: The Struggle for Recognition, Lexington Books, 
2022, and The Ukrainian-Russian Borderland: History versus 
Geography. Montreal: McGill U Press, 2022.
